THE SILVER CONVENTION. 


Speeches Made and Resolutions Passed By 
It Yesterday. 


Washington, May 27.—The free silver con- 
veation met today at 10:15 a. m., and was in 
session the greater part of the day and even- 
ing, which was given to speeches. Nothing 
else was done. he speakers were gentle- 
mhen from Kansas, Pennsylvania, Virginia, 
Colorado, Ohio and Morton Frewen, the well- 
known free ooinage writer of England. 

At the evening session the following pre- 
amble and resolutions were adopted: 

Whereas, With a single gold standard, re- 
lief from evils of continued falling prices is 
impossible; and, 

Whereas, The restoration of the bimetallic 
standard with the coinage of both metals on 
equal terms, lies at the foundation’ of all 
economic reform; therefore, 

Kesolved, That the free and unlimited cotn- 
age of silver on equal terms with that of 
gold, and on the ratio now established by law, 
is & paramount issue before the American 
people today. and shall not be suppressed. 

Resolved, That we, in answer to the de- 
mand for honest money, declare that the 
debtor shall have discharged his full duty to 
his creditor by paying to him in such money 
as was the full legal tender at the time the 
debt was contracted. 

Resolved, That we will not support for 
capeentive or executive office any candidate 
who is not thoroughly committed by plat- 
form and declaration to the full restoration 
of the monetary system voluntarily disturbed 
by the legislation ‘emonetizing silver in 1873. 

Resolved, That while we hail with joy the 
co-operation of other nations in the restora- 
tion of silver to its proper monetary position. 
yet we demand that the United States right 
the wrong it has perpetrated upon the pro- 
ducing and industrial classes without regard 
to the action of other nations. 

It was also resolved that a bimetallic league 
be formed, the object of which shail be to 
unitedly resist the purpose to fasten forever 
on this conntry a single gold standard and 
to labor for the restoration of free bimetallic 
cecinage to the people of the United States. 
The —— is to hold its first annual meetin 
at Washington, D. C.. on the 22d day o 
February, 1893, and there are to be such 
other meetings as the executive committee 
mey call. The executive committee is author- 
ize to organize subordinate bimetallic 
leagues in every voting precinct in the United 
States. The convention elected the following 
officers for the league for the ensuing year:

CLARKSON TALKS 


About the Probalities of the Presi- 
dential Race. 


WHY HE IS FOR MR BLAINE, 


And Consequently Against the 
Clammy Man from Indiana. 


THE REPUBLICAN PROSPECTS OUTLINED 


By the Chairman of the National Repub- 
lican Executive Committee—The 
People Want Blaine. 


Washington, May 27.—General J. 8. 
Clarkson, chairman of the republican na* 
tional committee, gave a reporter of The 
Post his views on the republican situation. 
In this authorized interview, therefore, he 
has expressed his honest and deliberate 
opinion. 

He smiled when The Post began the in- 
terview by asking him plumply and almost 
abruptly, “Have you a candidate for the 
nomination at Minneapolis?” : 

“Yes,” he replied. “I am for the man 
who can unite all the elements of the party 
for a nomination by acclamation at Min- 
neapolis, and who can carry 223 electoral 
votes, or a majority of the presidential 
sollege at the polls next November.” 

“But are there not some so-called doubt- 
ful states?’ 

“Yes, there are more of them than usual 
on the republican side. In former years, 
when we had the entire north and some 
states in the south, we had a margin’ to 
go upon. This year we have practically 
little hope without New York. Other 
states that will be close or doubtful are 
Connecticut, Rhode Island, New Hamp- 
shire, Indiana, Wisconsin and, on aceount 
of probable combinations between democrats 
and alliance people, one or two states in 
the northwest. The party must remember, 
too, that the states of the silver zone have 
a great stake in this election. There has 
been too much intolerant expression to- 
ward the views of the silver states, too 
much talk of dishonest motives and dis- 
honest money. I do not agree with the 
silver state theory, but as that theory only 
maintains now what this whole country 
fully maintained in 1873, and as they argue 
with a great deal of color that the last 
republican platform permitted, if it did 
not promise, free coinage, there should 
be more tolerance of view toward them. 
It must be remembered that they have an 
appeal beyond Minneapolis and _ beyond 
November in the election of independent 
electors, and it is better to keep good na- 
tured and by an honorable adjustment of 
party ideas on this question retain the 
states which are with us on other ques- 
tions, and can, by a right course, be kept 
with us on this.”’

WHO INSTRUGTS THEM? 


A Tennessee Delegate to Chicago Will Raise 
a Question. 

Nashville, Tenn., May 27.—(Special.)— 
Mr. Charles St. John, Jr., who was elected 
as a district delegate te Chicago from the 
first congressional district, said today that 
in the election in his district instructions 
for Cleveland were voted down. The dis- 
trict was not opposed to Cleveland, but 
thought he could not be elected if nominat- 
ed. He said the delegates and alternates 
were all opposed to Cleveland and they 
would, in the national convention, raise the 

uestion of the right of the state conven- 
tion to give instructions to the district del- 
egates in the face of the refusal of the dis- 
trict to instruct. This same question was 
raised some years ago by Mahone of Vir- 
ginia in the national republican convention 
and the convention decided that the dis- 
trict instructions took precedence over the 
state convention instructions. 


ANSWERING THE QUESTIONS. 


Southern Presbyterian General Assembly 
Proceedings Yesterday. 

Hot Springs, Ark., May 27.—Considera- 
ble time was devoted by the southern Pres- 
byterian general. assembly today to the 
supplemental report of the committee on 
home missions, which was finally adopted. 
The report appeals to the church to raise 
the required sum, $12,000, in June, and 
$18,500 in August, for the support of 
evangelical missionaries and beneficiaries. 
Provision is made for a committee of thir- 
teen, headed by the moderator, to be known 
as an ad interim committee, to give the 
question of local'and general or united 
home mission work a full and careful in- 
vestigation, and report to the next as- 
sembly. ; 

The committee on bills and overtures re- 
tiaige a reply to the inquiries submitted 
y the presbytery of Mecklenburg. Brief- 
ly, the questions and replies are: 

1. Do the scgiptures or the Presbyterian 
constitution recognize the office of synod- 
ical evangelist? Answer—Yes. 

Has a synod the power to inaugurate 
and maiutain evangelist work in its bounds? 
Answer—Yes. 

Queries 3 and 4 ask a definition of said 
powers and prerogatives, and as to 
whether a synod has any constitutional 
right to make appointments for a synod- 
ical evangelist. 

5. Is it the judgment of the church that 
it is scriptural and wise that funds for 
church benevolence be raised by financial 
agents? Aaswer—Yes. 


Bills and Overtures. 


At this afternoon’s session the first order 
was the report of the committee on bills and 
overtures, whith was read. The report re- 
ferred to an overture asking*for a deliverance 
upon what disposition should be made of re- 
nde from the presbyteries as to collections 
or sustentation, where such reports fail to 
particularize the causes contributed to and 
amounts contributed for each cause. The 
answer was that since the matter was com- 
mitted to an ad interim committee the assem- 
bly declined to make a deliverance upon the 


question. Adopted.

man. 


Wine Is Proper. 

The wine question was then taken up, the

Agricultural Appropriation Bill. 

Washington, May 27.—The agricultural ap- 
propriation bill was completed today by the 
house committee on agriculture, and will be 
reported to the house early next week. It 
appropriates $507,500 more than the Dill of 
last year. One million dollars is appropriated 
to carry out the provisions of the meat in- 
spection law, which is half a million in ex- 
cess of the appropriation for the current year 
for this purpose. One hundred and thirty 
thousand dollars is allowed for the distribu- 
tion of seeds, against $30,000 during the pres- 
ent fiscal year. For investigation on the sub- 
ject of forestry and the continuation of ex- 
periments in rain production, $20,000 is ap- 
propsiated. This is an increase of $5,000. 

Secretary Rusk secures $5,000, being $2,500 
more than the current appropriation to en- 
able him to continue his work of ascertain- 
ing the feasibility of creating foreign de- 
mand for additional agricultural products of 
the United States. 


Cut Her Husband’s Throat. 

Raleigh, N. C., May 27.—({Special.)—News 
was received here today of a sensational 
crime in Washington county. A white woman 
attacked with a razor her husband, and in- 
flicted such injuries of the throat that he 
died. He was in bed asleep when the infu- 
riated woman began the attack. Jealousy was 
the cause of the murder.

DREXBLS ACCEPT. 


They Will Undertake to Reorganize the 
Terminal’s Finances. 
THE CALHOUNS HAVE AN INNING. 


Sam Spencer, an Old Georgian, Is 
the Coming Man. 


HE’ MAY BE THE NEW PRESIDENT. 


Drexel, Morgan & Company’s Interest 
Will Inspire Public Confidence 
In the Properties. 


New York, May 27.—(Special.)—The 
movement which has been agitating Wall 
street recently looking te the possibility 
of entrusting the organization of the Ter- 
minal company to Drexel, Morgan & Co., 
culminated most successfully this after- 
noon. 

A gentleman prominently identified 
with this movement from its inception 
gives the following interesting facts ex- 
plaining the deal. He says that for some 
months past, there has been a large ele- 
ment of Terminal security holders who 
believed that the property could not be 
successfully reorganized, without enlist- 
ing the aid and co-operation of some 
powerful banking interest. 

“No banking interest»in this country 
stands as well equipped for the task as 
Messrs. Drexel, Morgan & Co. Many of 
these security holders gave a quasi sup- 
port to the Olcott plan rather than put a 
straw in the way of its success, but they 
never believed heartily in it. It is gener- 
ally known that the Calhoun brothers 
have been identified with this element of 
security holders and have guided their 
actions more or less from the very begin- 
ning. The Calhouns adyised, however, 
that nothing be done precipitately but 
that patience be exercised in waiting un- 
til the Olcott committee confessed its fail- 
ure. As soon as that confession was for-

At this meeting the plam of the Calhouns 
and their intimate as#ociates was given 
definite shape in the form of a letter ad- 
dressed to Drexel, Morgan & Co. This 
paper was then quietly circulated for 
signatures and met with favor every- 
where.

Strong-Clyde committee called a meeting 
of the stockholders at the office of Work, 
Strong & Co., and submitted in outline 
a plan for reorganization without the 
special aid of any banking element.

Before this document reached Drexel, Mor- 
gan & Co., however, one from Messrs. Spen- 
cer, Trask, Calhoun, Bloodgood and others 
had been presented, bearing over fifty sig- 
natures.

A solid block of brick buildings containing 
half a dozen stores and the postoffice and 
printing offices lies a tumbled heap of bricks 
and mortar.

An Attempt at Suicide.

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Now, Where Are the Men Who Started 
“Gideon’s Band?” 


CONSPIRACY AGAINST THE ALLIANCE. 


The Men at Alliance Headquarters Dis- 
claim Any Knowledge of the Se- 
cret Organization. 


The powers that be and hold sway in the 
state alliance headquarters—Colonel A. G. 
Daniels, for instance—disclaim any knowl- 
edge of the existence of that ‘“Gideon’s 
band” within the ranks of the state alli- 
ance. 

The story was published in The Constitu- 
tion of a recent date, coming from Lavonia, 
telling of a sensational speech made there 
to a large gathering of farmers by Rev. 
J. T. W. Vernon, president of the Hart 
County Alliance. , 

In that speech, among other things, the 
alliance president is quoted as having said: 

“Democrats and Fellow Citizens—I come 
tonight to tell you of the goose that laid 
the egg that hatched the third party. Most 
eggs are hatched in about four weeks, but it 
required six months to hatch the third 
party egg. 

“I was a delegate to the state convention 
of the alliance which met in Atlanta last 


| August. At that meeting a secret body, 


within the alliance, itself a secret body, 
was organized under the name of ‘Gideon’s 
bend.’ Only thirty members are allowed 
in this from each county in the state. The 
initiation fee is $2. I hesitated about join- 
ing the band, not knowing its purposes. But 
the leaders insisted and finally proposed as 
I was a minister of the gospel to initiate 
me free. I inquired if it would interfere 
with my politics or religion, and was an- 
swered in the negative.” 

Mr. Vernon went on to say that he joined 
and that afterwards he was approached by 
an allianceman from Atlanta and asked 
to work up the interest in the ‘‘Gideon’s 
band” throughout his county, but declared 
that he refused to have anything further to 
do with it. 

Now, there ought to be a sensation still 
under cover about this “Gideon band.” 

Who were the leaders in it? 

What are they doing today for the good 
of the order? 

These are pertinent questions just at this 
period of Georgia political history. 

Colonel Daniel’s Denial. 


“T was sergeant-at-arms for the alliance 
at the last annual state meeting,” said Col- 
onel A. G. Daniel yesterday, when asked 
about this Gideon’s band” business, “and 
I certainly would have known something 
about it if the alliance had taken any 
hand in its formation as a hody. 

“If it was just a little hatched up game 
among a few members secretly to control 
the alliance’s policy, I consider that it is a 
compliment to my integrity and straight- 
forwardness that I was not invited to join 
it in its councils.” 

“Then you know nothing of it?” was 
asked. 

“I hold up my right hand and as heaven 
is my judge aftirm to you as an hohest man 
that I never heard of it until I read the 
speech of Mr. Vernon in The Constitution.” 

The speaker’s stout arm went up in the 
air full length, his eyes were strained wide 
open and rolled upward in their sockets, 
his mouth was closed so tightly that his 
mustache curled out in utter fright—surely, 
the man was sincere. 

“I’urthermore,” he resumed, as his feat- 
ures relaxed and his fat hand fell with a 
thud upon his trouser legs, ‘‘furthermore, 
there’s nobody here at headquarters who 
has heard of this concern. 

“IT do not deny that such a thing as the 
‘Gideon’s band’ might have been..organized 
there at the state alliance meeting, but I 
do deny that it was started officially me 
the state alliance, and I say again, that 
know nothing about it if it was started se 
cretly by a few alliancemen. 

“As sergeant-at-arms I would have 
grabbed them up for conspiracy against the 
order if I had for one moment caught them 
at this secret work, for it would have been 
a clear case of conspiracy if it had been in- 
stituted then for the purpose named by Mr. 
Vernon.” 

The question remains to be answered, 
who were the leaders in this movement?

Routine of the Day at Griffin—The Situa- 
tion About Lieutenant Satterlee.

Camp Northen, May 27 .—(Special.)}—The 
Constitution was jumped on with both feet 
here this morning.

In regard to the matter in the report giv- 
ing the information in regard to Lieuten- 
ant Satterlee, it will be noticed by refer- 
ence to my past articles in regard to the 
encampment and press headquarters, not 
one line have I sent condemning Lieuten- 
ant Satterlee, while the representatives 
of other papers have been sending out con- 
demnatory articles about him daily. Yet, 
they escaped censure.

Just here it might be well to stop and 
consider the fact that Lieutenant Satterlee 
was an under officer, and, being such a 
strict West Pointer, considered that when 
news was wanted those in search should 
apply to Adjutant Kell. 

Certainly a man desiring information 
about another’s business would not apply 
to his clerk, but to the proprietor. This 
is the construction put upon the refusal of 
Lieutenant Satterlee to furnish news, by 
one of the officers now in camp here.

There will be vast gallons of brandy 
made in Georgia this year,

better outlook for the fruit crop than there 
was last year. The prospect is now that 
an enormous yield will be realized in the 

ch and apple crops of Georgia, and es- 


© pecially throughout north Georgia. 


Every year when the fruit trees are not 
pipped While budding by a disastrous cold 
spell the brandy distillers of Georgia go 
their full limit in the manufacture of this 
fragraut and gvod old-fashioned beverage. 
Especially do they make a run with peach 
brandy. Georgia brandies are as a rule of 
a very high grade, and always meet good 
favor in the market. It is interesting to 
know that there will be a great production 
of the fine old “peach” and the pungent 
oli “apple’’ this year in the state, 

Mr. Dunwoody's Estimate. 


Mr. Jeff Dunwoody, of the department 
ef internal revehue, was seen by a Consti- 
tution representative yesterday and asked 
about the brandy business in Georgia. 

“There will be about four hundred and 
twenty-five brandy distillers in the state 

‘this year,” sald he, “who will turn out a 
great deal of fruit brandy. Applications 
are already coming in for license to con- 
duct these distilleries and they are  nu- 
merous. 

“How many distilleries were there in 
the state last year?’ 

“Only about one hundred and sixty-five, 
on account of the shortage of the fruit 

crop. The distiller is required to register

Since a number of Georgia farmers have 
entered tobacco culture this year it is of 
general interest to know some of their re- 
guirements. 

They do not have to pay any tax, but 
are required to keep a book in which they 
must keep a record of the names of those 
to whom they sell their leaf tobacco, and 
also to have a record of the date the sale 
was made. A deputy collector has a right 
to demand of the tobacco grower two years 
afterward to whom he sold a former crop. 

This is done to prevent the manufacturers 
from getting tobacco upon which they pay 
ho tax. 

Another thing about tobacco of interest 
to the Georgia farmers who have never be- 
fore grown it for profit is that if it is even 
twisted it is termed manufactured, and is 
not exempted from taxaton as such. If 
it is sold by the farmer in the leaf just as 
it is taken from the fields it is not taxable.

no probable cause to sustain it, was illegal, 
unlawful and malicigus; that it was made 
under some pretended paper which stated on 
its face that it was tn favor of one of the 
defendants for some amount of money, Was 
drawn up « another one of the defendants, 
and signed by another one of them as ordi- 
nary, and commanded the sheriff, another 
of the defendants, to arrest the plaintiff for 
some alleged contempt until! he* purged him- 
self of sych contempt; that the plaintiff made 
diligent search to find a record of some case 
or proceeding in court against him for con- 
tempt, and no such could be found; that the 
plaintiff had never been in contempt cf the 
court of ordinary, and if he had ever at- 
tended said court, he deported himself as a 
gentleman; is good in substance as against 
all the defendants except the one in whoge 
favor the alleged unlawful order of arrest 
was issued, As the arrest was malicious and 
without probable cause, as well as unlawful, 

a fair construction of the language of the

Bonner, guardian, v. Evans, next friend. 
Guardian and ward, Pleading. Fraud. Ac- 
tion.

1, Pleading which attacks the returns made 
by a guardian to the court of ordinary which 
have been examined and allowed by the court, 
should point out specifically the items of the re- 
turns on which the attack is made, and .as 
to each such disclose the cause cr ground of 
the attack. It is not enongh to allege that 
the return for such and such a year is un- 
lawful as to a specific amount, without point- 
ing out the items alleged to be unlawful, and 
without stating in what the unlawfulness 
consists.

An Important Decision. 

Judge Marshall Clarke decided yesterday 
that the jurors for 1892 are entitled ‘to 
a pay of $2 a day, and if the supreme 
court sustains the opinion of Judge Clarke 
the jurors who have served since January 
26th will have an extra dollar. 

The grand jury last fall decided under 
section 3940 of the code, that jurors should 
receive the full amount allowed them by 
the law. 

Here is the section of the code: “Com- 
mencing with the year 1879 and then for 
every year thereafter it shall be the duty 
of the first grand jury empaneled at the 
fall term of the superior jourt of the sev- 
eral counties of this state to fix the com- 
pensation of jurors and court bailiffs for 
‘the next succeeding year such compensa- 
tion not to exceed $2 per day.” 

A petition was shortly thereafter filed 
restraining Judge Tanner from paying the 
$2, alleging that he was not authorized 
to pay that amount, as the expression, 
“next succeeding year’ applied to tle 
year 1893 and not to 1892. 

Judge Clarke held that the “next suc- 
ceeding year” meant very plainly 1892, as 
the grand jury sitting in the fall of TS91 
had nothing to do whatever with the com- 
pensation of jurors in 1893., The decision 
closed as follows: “It is, therefore, my 
judgment that the jurors of this court are 
entitled to $2 per day for services ren- 
dered during 1892 since the 26th of Janu-

The Corner Stone of the New Home for 
the Friendless. 


WORK OF ATLANTA’S NOBLE WOMEN. 


Rev. Dr. Barnett Makes the Opening 
Prayer, and Then a Brief History 
ofthe Work Is Given. 


The corner stone of the Home for the 
Friendless was laid yesterday afternoon 
at the corner of Randolph street and High- 
land avenue. 

A large crowd of spectators witnessed the 
interesting exercises. 

A more benevolent or useful charity was 
never started in Atlanta, and the good re 
sults that will be accomplished through its 
influence cannot be estimated or conceived. 

The ladies who have engineered the work 
and who have given it so freely of their 
time and thought certainly déserve to be 
congratulated. They have had their draw- 
backs and their difliculties, but they knew 
their cause was a good one, and perse- 
vered without discouragement, until their 
enterprise became successful. 

_ The exercises began promptly at 4 o'clock 
and were opened with a beautiful and fer- 
vent prayer by Rev. Dr. E. H. Barnett. 

A Brief Review of the Work. 


After the prayer of Dr. Barnett a bri 
history of the movement was read. es 
The following are the principal facts: ~~ 

A party of about six ladies met in the 
parlors of the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation, in November, 1888, for the pur- 
pose of discussing a plan for the establish- 
ment of a home. An orgai?%ition was ef- 
fected on the 13th following, under the 
name of the “Home for the Friendless,”’ 
with a membership of only. thirty ladies. 
A modest though comfortable building was 
rented on Mangum street, and the work of 
the , association commenced immediately. 
During the first year, ending November # 

ov, 2S Many as 122 inmates were shel- 
tered and given homes; for the second year 
the number ran up to 148. The associa- 
tion was dependent for its support upon an 
appropriation of $50 a month from the city 
council, an assessment of 25 cents collected 
from each member and the assistance gen- 
erally of liberal and sympathetic citizens. 

The organization in June, 1890, was wed- 
ded to the Industrial union, which added 
a school for the instruction of the inmates 
in reading, writing, arithmetic and sewing. 
The older children were taught the duties 
of housekeeping, kitchen work and other 
domestice economies. Since the home was 
started, until now over four hundred and 
fifty children have been cared for, several 
have been adopted into good families, oth- 
ers have been sent abroad to school, and 
lucrative employment for many of them 
has been secured. 

The demands of the poor soon opt- 
grew, however, the accopve-4.ctons of 
the home, and ahert (wo years ago the 
ladies met in tae Young Men’s Christian 
Association fo. the purpose of erecting a 
building. Mr L. B. Nelson, the husband 
of the president, gave to the association a 
one-thousand-five-hundred-dollar lot, which 
was afterwards sold for $2,400, with which 
sum the present lot was purchased. A 
subscription list was opened and $6,000 
raised for the new building, $5,390 was 
contributed by the Industrial union and $1,- 
000 was raised by the ladies in carrying on 
a restaurant at Piedmont park. The cost 
of the building when finished will be $20,- 
000, of which amount something less than 
five thousand is yet lacking.

The New Estimated Weights on Lumber. 


The railroad commission announced a 
decision yesterday in the matter of esti- 
mated weights. "The scale was pretty well 
revised and dry lumber as well as shingles 
and laths was changed. 

The estimated weights for shingles were 
raised to 500 pounds 
green and 450 pounds for dry; and those 
for laths were raised to 700 pounds for 
green and 475 pounds for dry. 
A heavy reduction of the estimated weights 
was made in the case of dry and dressed 
lumber. All thicknesses of dry and dressed 
stuff, from 1 1-4 down to 5-8, are now 
averaged at 2,500 pounds per thousand feet.

That notice 
was correct and explicit. I notice in yes- 
terday’s paper the statement that two dead 
convicts were taken to Howard’s under- 
taker’s shop from the Chattahoochee, and 
that one died of scurvey. ‘This statement 
unconnected with the history of the case 
would go to show that we have scurvey 
contracted in said camp which is not true.

Nicholas Ittner, and under their skillful man- 
agement the home will be completed by the 
first of September. 

The benediction was then pronounced by 
Rev. T. P. Cleveland, and the laying of the 
corner stone became a thing of the past.
